For Bonita Riehl, the day 
her son died after being 
struck by a car while long- 
boarding with his friend 
seems like yesterday. 

It was Isaac Riehl’s pas¬ 
sion for longboarding that 
inspired the community to 
come together and build a 
skatepark in his honour. 

Last Monday, less than 14 
months after the accident 
that claimed their son's life, 
Bonita and Ted Riehl were 
on hand for the Riehl Reveal 
of the Isaac Riehl Memorial 
Skatepark. 

Ted Riehl called it a day 
full of sadness, yet so much 
thankfulness. 

“It has been difficult to 
come to terms with the loss of 
Isaac over the past year. Isaac 
was a special boy who had a 
huge influence on everyone 
he met,” Ted said. 

“Us, as parents were denied 
the opportunity to see our 
son grow up. I can stand up 


here today and say that I’m 
proud of my son Isaac and 
I'm proud to say that he’s my 


Bonita spoke of the mem¬ 
ory of Isaac and the pride she 


that made the skatepark a 


Jacob Riehl honoured his 
brother by playing with the 
E.L. Crossley band. It was to 
his music that the Isaac Riehl 
Memorial Skatepark sign was 
revealed. 

Because of Isaac, his 
friends, family and commu¬ 
nity, the youth in Pelham now 
have a safe place where they 
can skateboard and remem¬ 
ber Isaac. 

Ian Foo from the Aviva 
Community Fund, which 
awarded the Town of Pelham 
$115,000 toward the project, 
spoke highly of the people 
who came together for the 
skatepark. 

“This is what the Aviva 
Community Fund is all 
about. It was the dedication 
of the people here who made 
this happen. This is some¬ 
thing that will be here for 
generations to come. Isaac’s 
legacy will live on forever,” 
said Foo. 

Bonita came to know 
the workers at New Line 
Skateparks Inc. well over 
the past year. She has spent 


every day going down to the 
skatepark in Marlene Stew¬ 
art Streit Park to watch the 
progress and remember her 

"We wanted a design that 
embodied the spirit of Isaac. 
It was an honour and privi¬ 
lege to be a part of the com¬ 
munity while working on 
this,” said Bill Gurney, from 
New Line Skateparks. 

Isaac’s close friends Nick 
Loscavo and Reese Ashbee 
remembered their friend as 
someone who loved life. 

“I ask that everyone take 
care of this park and honour 
it the way Isaac would have," 
said Loscavo. 

Bonita said Isaac was felt 
at the park in spirit, smiling 
down on the community as 
dozens of his friends came 
out in support with their 
bikes, skateboards and long- 
boards. 

“The memory of Isaac will 
live on in this park," she said.

Hang up cellphones, councillor says

Turn off the phone already, a 
Niagara Falls regional councillor is 
exhorting her colleagues. 

Niagara Falls Coun. Barb Green¬ 
wood says councillors' “abuse” of 
their cellphones during meetings 
is behind a motion she’ll deliver 
Thursday, asking councillors to 
ban cellphones around the table. 

Councillors getting calls has 
become a problem this term, she 


said — and taking a call means 
diverting one's attention from the 
meeting. 

“You're elected to do a job. Part 
of that job isn’t doing your sec¬ 
ond job at council because you’re 
bored,” Greenwood said. 

“My tabletop vibrates every two 
minutes. That to me is disruptive 
because it irritates me to no end.” 

Greenwood put councillors 
on notice during the last council 
meeting that her motion would be 
coming. 


The move comes against a back¬ 
drop of an increasingly digital 
council. Several councillors bring 
tablets and laptops to council, with 
a handful occasionally Tweeting 
from the chamber. 

And it comes after comments 
over the summer from regional 
Chair Gary Burroughs, who said 
councillors went through a phase 
of messaging each other during 
meetings, even influencing votes. 

Friday, Burroughs said that

told their texts were recoverable. 

But he expressed reservations about a 
cellphone ban. 

"The problem when you’re setting a 
firm rule is you miss out on some of the 
(benefits),” Burroughs said. He said some 
people, like regional chief medical officer 
Val Jaeger, must have their phone on at 
all times. 

Some councillors, he said, also need 
the phones for emergency calls. 

Burroughs figured Greenwood’s 
motion could change by the time it 
reaches the council floor. 

Other councils. Greenwood said, ban 
cellphones, including provincial parlia¬ 
ment. “In Kingston, you hand them in at 
the door,” she said. 

"You are in a very important meeting. 
You can be pulled out of the meeting and 
someone can notify you and come and 
get you if there’s an emergency.” 

Greenwood said the use of cellphones 


is a generational issue. But she said the 
problem has become worse during this 
term of council. 

She couldn’t say if cellphone use 
between councillors had an impact on 

For Pelham Mayor Dave Augustyn, 
often spotted on his laptop during meet¬ 
ings, such technology offers commu¬ 
nication opportunities. Augustyn said 
he Tweets and posts council updates to 
Facebook, to a positive response from 
constituents. 

He said phones have use at council for 
their smartphone aspects. 

“I think cellphones are so much more 
than phones now. They are a means of 
communicating,” he said. 

"Certainly phone calls have to be used 
judiciously, if there’s an emergency.”

Gift-giving made in Niagara

WELLAND — Erin Snow has 
always known Niagarans are 

But it wasn’t until she founded 
the online Niagara Etsy Artisans 
market in 2009 that her eyes were 
truly opened to the creative talent 
within the region. 

When the Fenwick resident 
started the online networking 
group, through e-commerce site 
Etsy, she had no idea how many 
Niagara-made items were already 
out there Just waiting for expo- 

“I didn’t realize how many peo¬ 
ple were making handcrafted 
items from home,” she said, 
“and trying to create viable busi- 

As a business owner, Snow 
knows how difficult it can be to 
spread word about locally-made 
items that are available. She’s 
been running Chasing Clouds out 
of her home for the past 15 years, 
selling bath and body products, as 
well as essential oils for aromath¬ 
erapy. 

Snow hoped the online regional 
market would catch on, and it 
seems it has. 

Since its inception, Niagarans 
have set up more than 175 online 
shops to sell handmade cloth¬ 
ing, jewelry, toys, artwork, home 
decor items and bath and body 
products. 

“I think people want handmade 
items because they’re high quality 
and can sometimes, depending 


on what they are, last for genera¬ 
tions," Snow said. 

Etsy, which focuses on hand¬ 
made and vintage items, has 
become a great resource to find 
these unique gifts, she said. 

“People know you put a lot of 
work into handmade items. These 
are people following their pas¬ 
sion. There's a story behind every 
product.” 

Gail Todd, owner of Port Col- 
borne boutique Something Else, 
believes there’s a pride in pur¬ 
chasing products made within the 
region. Her store features “upcy- 
cled” and handmade clothing, 
accessories and decor created by 
close to 50 local artists. 

“There s significance when you 
buy items made here,” she said, 
and as a bonus each purchase 
means money coming back into 
the local economy.

There's no shortage of reac¬ 
tion from Niagara residents to 
the reality their hydro bills are 
set to skyrocket big time. 

Comments came flooding in 
to The Tribunds Facebookpage 
about the Liberal governments 
new long-term energy plan 
showing the average Ontario 
monthly residential bill of $125 
will rise to $ 178 within five years 
— a 42% increase. 


“Living in the Niagara region 
where the jobs are mainly tour¬ 
ist-related leaves people living 
off of unemployment for a few 
months out of the year, give us 
a flipping break,” wrote Tammy 
RanallL 

Wrote Cathy Slow-Smith: “So 
much for giving our children a 
good education because most 
of us won’t be able to afford to 
send them to college because 
we have to pay outrageous 
hydro bills.” 

And, said this entry from 


Cathy and Dave Lewis: "Do our 
wages go up with these higher 
bills? Not!” 

Niagara Peninsula Energy 
president Brian Wilkie said the 
plan reflects the government’s 
view of how it sees the sup¬ 
ply mix going forward in terms 
of where electricity will come 

He said going green—shifting 
from coal and nuclear to solar 
and wind—costs more money, 
but it’s a direction in which the 
government wants to go. 


“The price is driven by the 
supply shift from the less expen¬ 
sive, dirty technology to the 
more expensive, clean technol¬ 
ogy,” said Wilkie. 

“Fifty-nine per cent of every 
kilowatt hour that's used in the 
province comes from electric¬ 
ity generated by nuclear. That's 
expected to go down to 42% by 
2025.” 

“Of course we are outraged,” 
Rita Adams wrote on The Trib¬ 
unds Facebookpage. 

“There is no such thing as 


middle class anymore. Even 
people who work with decent- 
paying jobs are going to have a 
hard time keeping up with all 
the increases of hydro and watei; 
I’m sure gas will be next” 

St. Catharines resident Lorie 
Lampman wrote in a Facebook 
post that she's “so ticked off 
because it doesn’t matter how 
much we conserve on anything, 
the rates keep going up and up.” 

“I’m not turning on lights 
anymore. I’ve got a senior citi¬ 
zen living with me and I leave 


a few night lights so he can And 
his way to the bathroom. I even 
almost want to turn those off, 
but I can’t,” she told QMI Agency 
Niagara. 

Welland's Shawn Bines wrote 
Ontarians should protest in 
“unprecedented numbers." 

“We need to bring this prov¬ 
ince to a standstill in order to 
put a stop to this, but we must 
be united.”

NIAGARA FALLS — A quiet day in 
the Durrant household is a rare occur- 

When two of their four daughters left 
home, Bill and Andrea Durrant felt the 
house was a just a little too empty. 

Filling that void was simple. 

Months before, Bill had picked up a 
pamphlet on becoming a foster parent. 

“I happened to pick up a pamphlet one 
day and it sat on the table for months and 
months,” Bill recalled. 

"We figured we were still young par¬ 
ents when our kids started to leave so we 
figured we still had a big house and lots 
of time, so... why not?” 

Since the fall of 2009, the couple have 
fostered 15 children between the ages of 
six and 15. 

“Some stay for a night or a few days, 
some stay for longer,” Andrea said. 

Today, there are four foster children, 
all girls, and their own two daughters at 

recently where I was home alone,” And¬ 
rea said with a laugh. "That doesn’t hap¬ 
pen very often.” 

There are currently 570 children and 


youth in foster care in Niagara, and 177 
approved foster homes. 

There is an urgent need for more fos¬ 
ter parents. 

“Despite our efforts to keep kids at 
home in the care of their parents, that 
number has been creeping up along with 
our overall service volumes,” said Ann 
Godfrey, director of development for 
Family and Children Services. 

FACS is hoping to add another 20 fos¬ 
ter homes to its roster within the next 
four to six months. 

“We need foster parents for kids of all 
ages and range of needs," Godfrey said. 

"They all need a stable and secure 
environment, capable and caring adults 
to care for them until they can return 
home, to other family members or to a 
more permanent arrangement” 

Godfrey is an urgent need for foster 
parents from various ethnic groups, cul¬ 
tures, religions and orientations. 

For the Durrants, fostering has been 
both a challenging and rewarding 

“It’s terribly hard work, but it’s prob¬ 
ably the most rewarding thing I’ve ever 
done,” Bill said.

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■ POVERTY: Demand for Niagara food bank aid continues to rise 

Agrowing 
need for food

A report by the Ontario Association of 
Food Banks paints a grim picture of pov¬ 
erty throughout the province, but local food 
bank representatives say the reality in Nia¬ 
gara is even worse. 

The 2013 Hunger Report, released Mon¬ 
day morning, shows more than 375,789 
Ontarians rely on food banks each month. 

Although die report says the number of 
food bank users decreased compared to last 
year's record of412,998 per month, the num¬ 
bers have been steadily increasing locally. 

“We definitely are one of the (Ontario 
Association of Food Banks) members 
whose numbers have not gone down. 
They’ve gone up,” said Port Cares executive 
director Lynda Reinhart 

"Lastyear... we had 1,762 children, and 
by the end of March this year it’s going to be 
2,444,” she said. 

Betty Lou Souter, executive director of 
Community Care, St Catharines and Tho- 
rold, said her agency has been seeing 
increases of 5% to 8% annually. 

And although the Hunger Report says 
about a third of food bank users are chil¬ 
dren, Souter said the number of children 
using the food bank at Community Cares is 
far higher 

“Some months we’re up as high as 49 or 
50%,” she said. “It’s very disturbing.” 

Project SHARE in Niagara Falls set a 
record last week for the number of people 
using its food bank, said executive director 
Elaine Pihach. 

“We had a record high 148 families for 
emergency food in one day,” Pihach said, 
adding that figure is about 50 more than 

“We used to call it our emergency food 
program, now it's become our necessity 
food program,” she said. “It’s not an emer¬ 
gency because every single month people 
are having to come in.” 

Hope Centre executive director Mark Carl 
said his Welland-based food bank is seeing 
small increases of about 3% each year 

Many of them, he added, are “the work¬ 
ing pood’ 

They’re trying to make ends meet working 
part-time, minimum-wage jobs, “and they're 
needing the services a little bit more.” 

Pelham is holding it’s community food 
drive Saturday morning, to restock shelves 
at Pelham Cares’ food bank.

The food won’t last long 

“Most of our food comes in through the 
food drive in December, and then by Easter 
or certainly by June we’re out of an awful lot 
of things,” said Pelham Cares president Jane 

In Welland, OpenArms Mission executive 
director Jerry Vanderklok said the commu¬ 
nity is continuing to snuggle with job losses, 
leading to higher levels of food bank usage 
compared to other parts of the province. 

“Every month we have a number of brand 
new clients. There are new needs, new situa¬ 
tions and new people moving into the area,” 
Vanderklok said. “What happens after that 
when you haven’t been able to find work? 
It’s just a given that we’re going to face 
harder times than some other areas.” 

The cost of housing is another significant 
problem in Niagara. 

Although the report says food bank clients 
on average spend about 71% of their income 
on housing, Souter said that number is 
higher among her clients. 

When people are spending 75% of their 
income just to pay their rent, she said there 
isn’t much left over to buy groceries — and 
that doesn’t include paying utility bills. 

‘We have a lot of people who are working 
but don’t have enough income to sustain 
their expenses,” Souter said. 

Carl said the increasing cost of utility bills 
is “putting a real squeeze on people” who 
often choose whether to pay their bills or

School bus strobe lights improve visibility 


Q: Sometimes you see school 
buses with a white flashing 
strobe light on the root Do they 
have any significant impor- 

“in use" warning? 

A: The lights are meant to make 
the big yellow buses more visible, 
but are not standard equipment 
in Ontario. 

Lori Powell, executive director 
of Niagara Student Transporta¬ 
tion Services, said roof lights are 
meant to improve the visibility of 
a bus in fog or in areas with hills 
or woods. 

She said every school year, a 
bus is paired up with a driver and 
route. If organizers know a bus 
will be travelling through a hilly 
or woody area, theymay choose a 
bus with roof lights for that route. 
“We may see it as a helpful tool,” 
she said. 


Niagara Student Transporta¬ 
tion Services, which is a consor¬ 
tium between the District School 
Board of Niagara and the Niagara 
Catholic District School Board, is 
responsible for the transportation 
of32,000 students daily through 
contracted school bus and taxi 

Some Canadian provinces and 
U.S. states require die roof lights, 
but Ontario is not one of them. 

In Alberta, a law kicked into 
effect in September 2010 requir¬ 
ing strobe lamps on school buses 
after a provincial safety review. 
The review was called after two 
students were killed in sepa¬ 
rate school bus crashes, one of 
which happened when a bus 
was rear-ended in heavy fog. The 
law requires bus drivers to acti¬ 
vate the lights in "adverse atmos¬ 
pheric and visibility conditions” 
like fog blizzards and smoke.

The Ontario Ministry of Trans¬ 
portation said roof-mounted 
strobe lamps on school buses are 
not required, nor are they pro¬ 
hibited, by the Ontario Highway 
TtafficAct 

Ministry spokesman Bob 
Nichols said the lamps are volun¬ 
tarily installed by the bus opera¬ 
tor The lights must comply with 


national school bus equipment 
standards, but there are no rules 
in Ontario about how or when 
they are to be used by the driver 

Q: Is part of the Welland 
Canal Parkway being shut

A: Parts of the road will be 
closed to traffic for the next four 
winters as the St Lawrence Sea¬ 
way Management Corp. under¬ 
takes massive improvements to 
tie-up walls. 

Last year, work was done on 
the tie-up wall below Lock 2. This 
winter, the tie-up wall above Lock 
2 will be rehabilitated and recon- 

Operational services man¬ 
ager Alvina Ghirardi said that 
work will lead to a road closure 
between Eastchester Ave. and 
Cushman Rd., just south of Carl¬ 
ton St., starting Jan. 1, when the 
navigation season ends. 

The company will workfall out 
until March 18, when the park¬ 
way will be opened again. 

The activity is part of a 
$100-million improvement 
project 

Ghirardi said next year, the 


Lock 1 upper wall will be fixed 
and the following year, the Lock 
3 upper wall will be under con¬ 
struction. In the final year, work¬ 
ers will tackle the Lock 3 lower 
walk 

The tie-up wall work is not 
expected to impact traffic that 
comes across the bridges.
